OIL ADMINISTRATOR 
SETS GASOLINE FOR 
CONTROL PlIRPIK 


ONLY COMPARATIVELY FEW 
BARRELS WILL BE ALLOWED 


OVER PRESENT AMOUNT 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 33— 
Secretary Ickes today set gasoline 
inventories as of 
December 31, 


1933, to be 51,000,000 barrels in an 
effort to control production there 
as he is now controlling produc- 
tion of crude petroleum. 


The figure set will allow an in- 
crease 
of about 600,000 barrels, 
over existing levels, but will pre- 
vent stocks from increasing con- 
siderably more, as they normally 
would between November and De- 
cember. 


The secretary, in a regulation 


under the oil code, divided the 
United States into eight refinery 
districts. He decreed 
that 
the 


gasoline stocks which may be held 
in each district shall be a certain 
percentage of the total sales of 
such district during the 12 months 
ended September 30, 1933. 


The order was characterized of- 


ficially as equally important to 
crude control. If a refinery la lim- 
ited as to stocks of gasoline, of- 
ficials believe it will not produce 
excessively.

lows: Number 1, 
East Coast; 


Number 2, Appalachaln, refineries

ndividual motion of stars. Strom- 
berg's theory points in the want- 
ed direction. 


In the beginning be pictures a 


spherical universe and uniformly 
Billed with elementary particles of 
a promordial gas. The sum of 
energy he visualizes as constant 
h the beginning there were two 
ypes of energy, potential and 
microcosmic, the latter being the 
energy inherent in atoma. 


Conversion of potential energy 


into kinetic energy resulted In 
the first step of evolution, the 
formation of spherical units with 
the universe, the kinetic energy 
coming from potential energy re- 
sulting in radial motion and rota- 
tion of the 
units. Microcosmlc 


energy he said, <is converted into 
radiation. 


Then came the kidnaping. These 


vast unite collided. Clusters were 
pulled out by clusters in another, 
a kidnaping of nebula, he said. 
Then followed successive steps in 
the unstable universe, the for- 
mation of globular nebula, then 
spiral nebula. Stars were formed 
in the groups of globular clusters, 
and so forth. 


In this progress the atoms form- 


ing masses 
of 
different stars 


varied with their distance from 
the center of mass of each unit 
or galaxy. This, he said, explains 
the peculiar nature of high veloc- 
ity stars on the fringes of the 
galaxy, and explains the existence 
of different types of stars in vari- 
ous strata or regions of the uni- 
verse.
